THE HISTADRUT has been or- 
dered to pay court costs of 
115,000 after the High Court of 
Justice found that It had dis- 
missed an Arab employee for 
political reasons, In violation of 
the labour federation’s constitu- 
ton. 

“It was decided α priori to 
dismiss the applicant because his 
political activities ran counter 
to (Labour) policy,” the 
High Court ruled, “but the ex- 
ecuse given to justify his dismis- 
sal was a shortage of work.” 

The man, Salman Salman, of 
Ibillin, near Haifa, applied to 
the High Court after a six-year 
legal battle during which he 
pleaded his case — Mostly un- 
successfully — to his superiors, 
before various Histadrut commit- 
tees, and in the labour courts. 

But despite his long-sought 
moral victory, Salman — who 
was employed by the Histadrut’s 
Arab affairs department from 
1956 until 1971 — still does not 
have his job back. The High 
Court judgment did not relate 
to this polnt, and the applicant 
presumably will have to go back 
to the national labour court if 
he stili wants his job. Alternati- 
vely he can sue for damages. 

According to the applicant's 
brief, he first received notice 
that his work was being ter- 
minated at the beginning of 1970, 
shortly after he was elected 
head of the Ibillin Local Council 
on the besis of a coalition agree- 
ment with the loca] Rekah (New 
Communist) Ust. Salman said 
he had been warned even earlier 
— while his faction was nego-

— but he had ignored the rumb- 
lings, “seeing no connection be-~ 
tween his work and his public 
service.”

UK Parliament

last week rejected a fresh call to 
bring back hanging for terrorist 
murders by 861 votes to 232, a 
majority of 129, after a highly emo-

LONDON. -~ Police warned the 
public yesterday to be alert for 
renewed bomb attacks after ‘the 
end of the six-day Balcombe Street 
siege and discovery of a bomb 
factory in north London. 

In ἃ raid on an apartment in Lon- 
don's Finsbury Park area police 
found explosives, detonztors, an 
M-16 Armalite rifle, ammunition 
and “all the paraphernalia for mek- 
ing bombs,", detectives said. 

The surrender of the four Prov!- 
sional Irish Republican Army gun- 
men and release of thelr two ‘hos- 
tages was a rather humiliating epi- 
sode for the terrorists, Scotlacd 
Yard chief Sir Robert Mark said. “Tt 
‘culd provoke some sort of demon- 
stration to restore morale,” he said. 

Commander Roy Habershon, head 
of the Yard’s bomb squad, said po- 
lice were sure the apartment con- 
taining the explosives was not the 
only address used by the bombers.

Soviets tried to hide weapons 
from missile-spotting satellites 


LONDON. --- The Soviet Union, in 
a possible violation of the US.- 
Soviet strategic arms accord, placed 
large canvas covers over certain 
Russian roads apparently to con- 
ceal mobile missiles. Authoritative 
scurces said yesterday that the 
U.S. bad protested this conceal- 
ment to Soviet authorities and the 
covers were subsequently removed. 

Appearance of the 24 by 9 metre 
covers was revealed recently by 
Colin Gray, associate director of the 
International Institute for Strategic 
Studies here. U.S. officials in Wash- 
ington last week spoke privately 
about the canvas covers. 

Now these reports have been cor- 
roborated here by authoritative di- 
plomatic sources. 

The canvas covers ‘appear to 
violate a provision of the U.S.-So- 
viet accord which states that neither 
side would take “deliberate con-

Thais in 3-day clash with

BANGKOK. — The Thai-Cambodian 
border was quiet yesterday follow- 
ing a sharp three-day clash which 
left three Cambodian Khmer Rouge 
soldiers dead and 24 captured, of- 
Ficlal sources here aaid. 

The Thais said their helicopter 
gunships on Saturday raked food- 
seeking Khmer Rouge soldiers who 
were breaking into homes of vil- 
lagers in the Ang Sila area, 
230 kms. east of Bangkok, as 
rocket-propelled grenades and light 
Mortars were fired from inside 
Cambodia. Three Khmer Rouge sol- 
dlers were reported killed and five 
Thai policemen wounded on Satur- 
gay, and one Thai border police- 
man died on Friday. 

There was no fighting reported 
yesterday, and the Thai Foreign 
Ministry said it had instructed its 


liason office at the border district 
of Aranyaprathet to negotiate with 
its Cambodian counterpart in order 
to halt the fighting and smooth 
the (recently-formed) relations be- 
tween the two countries.

Brazilian prisoners tell tales of torture. and murder

SAO PAULO. 
JUST PRIOR to the UN General 
Azsembly's unanimous declaration 
against torture (taken last Tues- 
day) a horrifying account of tor- 
ture and murder was smuggled out 
of Sao Paulo’s political prison 
that could cause a political explosion 
for Brazil's military rulers.

and lived through in the last six 
years.

The “Inquirer” said its survey 
showed that elght of every 10 con- 
tracts entered into with Hughes’

Angry Soviets 
inflexible on 
Cairo’s debts 


CAIRO. — Soviet-Egyptian relations 
seemed headed Saturday for rock 
bottom as Moacow refused to 
reschedule payment of Egypt's 
massive debts in displeasure at 
Cairo's rapprochement with the 
West. 

A spokesman for the Ministry of 
Finance who announced the failure 
of the three-week marathon talks 
here with Russian officials, said the 
Soviets ‘‘refused all compromise 
solutions’’ and Egypt therefore 
declined to sign a trade’ protocol 
agreement for 1976. a 

Ministry officials said the 
protocol, to be merely initialled 
within the next 48 hours, could not be 
completed because it is a basic ele- 
ment in setting the volume of in- 
stallments for Egypt's debts. They 
said the issue will be discussed again 
next March or April. 

The debts, conservatively es- 
timated by diplomatic sources at 
$6b., were incurred in the years 
before the October 1973 war when the 
Soviets were Egypt's main suppliers 
of weapons and other equipment. 
Egypt wanted a 10-year grace period 
and payment over 30 years as part of 
efforts to rebuild its war-battered 
economy. 

The Egyptian compromise re- 
jected by Moscow called for low in- 
stallment payments over 40 years. 
Egypt then offered to pay its debts in 
annual installments of 100 million 
tubels but the Soviets insisted on 170 
million and were believed seeking 
payment for certain categories of 
supplies in hard currency that Arab 
of] states have made available to 
Egypt, sources said. At the official 
rate a ruble is worth a Httle more 
than one dollar.

Arab women’s 
emancipation 

held back by 

economic lag 


LONDON. — Most Arab women are 
still prisoners of a stifling, grinding 
and choiceless existence, according 
toa report published Saturday by the 
independent, London-based Minority 
Rights Group. 

But those in professional work — 
aided by the extended family which 
cares for their children — find it 
easier to pursue careers than do 
their Western counterparts, the 
‘report, “Arab Women," said. 

“The real issues are birth control, 
health, literacy and education, lif- 
ting the majority of Arab women, 
thoge in rural areas, out of their stifi- 
ing, grinding and choiceless ex- 
istence,”’ it stated. 

At the same time, Arab feminists 
feel there is an urgent need to reform 
family law covering divorce, in- 
heritance and other aspects of 
equality. “Few want total Western 
emancipation, which they consider 
permissive with an easy acceptance 
of pre-and extramarital sex,” the 
report added. 

Only two countries — Tunisia and 
South "Yemen — have a reformed 
family law status to give equal rights 
to women. But even there it will take 
a long time for practice to catch up 
with theory, the report said. 

The major brake on Arab women's 
emancipation is not from Islamic 
teachings, but from economic 
under deyelopment. Sufficient 
educational, medica] and family 
planning services cannot be provid- 
ed — nor can women be given work 
and welfare benefits — an alter- 
native to depending completely for 
their security on male relatives.

Panovs’ impact as dazzling as ever. 


THE PANOVS are home again — 
and all the more sensational in their 
dancing because their brilliance no 
longer has the element of surprise. 
We know what to expect, and yet at 
thelr performance in Tel Aviv 
iMann Auditorlum, December 11) 
their impact was as dazzling as ever. 
More than before, somehow, they 
put something into the life of ballet 
— something pecullarly their own. 

There was a new facet to their dan- 
cing too. A pas-de-deux 
choreographed by Valery Panov 
showed them together in wonderful- 
ly coordinated movement that was in 
many ways more impressive than 
any gravity-defying leap by Valery 
or a score of uettes by Galina. 
This Adagio duet, set to the music of 
Tomasso Albinoni, a contemporary 
of Bach (who sometimes used his 
themes) was smooth, yet charged 
with mysterious emotion — or 80 
Valery interpreted the music, and 
with superb conviction. 

Dressed in black, he unfolded a 
cloak to reveal Galina in white, both 
costumed in Italianate style. 
Whether he swung her slowly like a 
pendulum on his arms, or they 


swayed in opposite directions, or he 
raised her as if she were weightless 
and walked with her standing aloft 
without the slightest tremor or sign 
of angularity or effort in the lyrical 
progress of the dignified dance, the 
pace was Adagio in unfailing fluidity 
until the cloak once more enfolded 
them both. . 

In the middle items — Galina in 
“The Dying Swan” and Valery in 
“Petrouchka" — neither was at 
peak. Galina Panov looked far too 
healthy and vigorous (though her 
arm movements were exquisitely 
Nquid) for the final collapse to be 
credible. The technique was 
flawless, the emotion quite flat. 
Valery Panov (at the 6 p.m. perfor- 
mance) had a painted-puppet 
Petrouchka-face but wore black 
tights that were no help to the puppet 
make-believe. He overcame this by 
the sheer excellence of his mime and 
the eloquence of his leaps. 

In the “Don Quixote” duets and 
solos, the splendour of their 
dynamics brought the house down. 
Valery’s jumps and turns in the air 
(three in one lift), his cabrioles and 
ciseaux, left perfect, clearcut im- 


ages on the mind's eye. Galina’s 
enchanted fouettés and were 
indeed magical. Her lovely ine in 
arabesquea and attitudes, the easy 

ressiveness of her arms were 
models of classical dance. The 
breath! “fishdives” in which ~ 
he caught her in mid-air were almost — 
secondary to their supreme dance - 
sense.

“NATURE IN MUSIC,” the theme of 
the Jerusalem Symphony 
Orchestra's e last Tues- 
day Night (Jerusalem Theatre, Dec.

Not because Israe] is some kind 
of paradise on earth. It never was; it was not supposed 
to be, except among the sentimentalists. The section in 
Golda Meir's memoirs describing her arrival and early 
days in Palestine should properly disenchant anybody 
who nurses illusions about an idyllic past. 

The hard fact οὗ the matter is that Israel con 
stitutes a national home, no better or worse than any 
other well-run, democratic national home — with this 
one difference, that jf is the national home of the Jews. 
It is where the Jewish “family lives. It embodies the 
character, the oddities and the particular aspirations of 
the Jewish people. ; 

Some Jews, of course, have ‘‘foster-family"’ 
homelands abroad. Born and brought up in kindly. 
albeit Christian countries like England, America or 
Brazil, they respond with a sentiment that is thoroughly 
filial. This adhesion to a foreign nationality came as a 
shock to Zionists of the old school. It may be regret- 
table, but most American Jews do opt for the present to 
stay American; and that is that. 


Substitute foster family 


Here comes, however, a Jew from Russia — who fail- 
ed to be a Russian precisely because he was a Jew. He 
rejected the Slavic foster-family. That this same 
orphaned creature, faced at long last with his own kith 
and kin, should omit to recognize them, should turn 
away and seek — in foul years — a substitute fonter 
family, that is stupefying. It is even (taking into account! 
the still-recent clash between Jews and other ethnic 
groups in Europe) 4 little shocking. 


THE ONLY RUSSIAN who is sure to make for Israel 
and stay here for good is the Russian who acknowledges 
and welcomes the age-old parental bond. Russian 
Jewry, however — like every other Jewish community 
— divides into three categories: the yeas, the nays, and 
the maybes. : 

At one end of the scale are the root-and-branch Jews, 
who acclimatize quickly and do not dream of leaving. At 
the other end are the non-Jewish Jews, who bypass 
Israel and settle elsewhere without a backward glance. 
The majority are in the middle --- aware of Israel, 
respondent to its appeal, but not committed irrevocably 
to living in it. This group is hesitant, undecided... and 
irritable. 

The condition is familiar to sociologists here and 
abroad. Professor Shmuel N. Eisenstadt detected the 
same problem among immigrants arriving 20 years 
ago. The element most difficult to absorb was the large 
petwixt-and-between group, neither Orthodox nor 
assimilated, who had dropped their purely Jewish atf- 
filiations --- but had met with opposition when trying to 
identify with their secular, Gentile environment. 

This, it can be said, is the central problem today in the 
relation of Jews abroad to the Jewish national State. 
Had all the communities remained totally Jewish, as 
they were throughout the centuries until (and in- 
cluding) the days of our grandparents, every one of 
them would have made for Israel]. Had they assimilated 
fully, that 18, ceased to hold any Jewish sentiments or 
retain any Jewish identity whatever, the State of [ΒΓ 86] 
would have collapsed before independence had even 
been declared. Instead, there is a half-and-half situa- 
tion, which accounts for m: of Israel's problems.

The level of 
old age pensions is already far too 
low in the actuarial sense, 85 well as 
in the human sense. The pensioners 
have been consistently cheated.
